Vast Quantities of Alcohol 
Siauggloii Into the Arctic. 



How Capt, Henley of the Bear Mny Do 
Some Good Work for Ills Gov- 
ernment this Season. 



San Francisco, April 1 1. — " If Cnpt.. 
Bealey, of the revenue cutter Bear, is u 
little lively this year, when he goes up 
north, he can do a great deal for the 
government In the way of confiscating 
liquor and vessels," remarked an old sea 
captain to-day. "Tho Bear is nearly 
ready to start for Ounalaska, and Capt. 
Healey, who has recently passed 
through an investigation on charges of 
severity to seamen, will have a chance 
to show that he has au eye on the mas- 
ters as well as the tars." 

" What are the masters doing now that 
Capt. Healy should get .after them," 
was asked. 

"Well, it's my opinion that should he 
examine the whalers up there this year 
tie! would find a barrel of alcohol in the 
hold of a good many of them. The cus- 
toms house officers tho other day seized 
2,000 gallons of cheap claret that had 
been shipped on the bark Hope for the 
use of the Greek and Italian fishermen 
in Alaska; but the customs officers can- 
not prevent tho importation of raw li- 
quor into Alaska, und if the violation of 
the law against the introduction of 
liquor there is to be stopped, the olKcers 
sent to tho Arctic will have to do it. It 
can't be done here." 

" How is thu liquor taken there ! " 

" Nothing easier. Of course vessels 
cannot leave this port (or Alaska with 
iiquor on board, but there is no law 
against the shipping of liquor to Hono- 
lulu. Whalers all call at that port be- 
fore going north, and thero is nothing to 
prevent them from taking aboard liquor 
that has been shipped from San Fran- 
cisco to Honolulu. That large quanti- 
ties of liquor are shipped to Honolulu to 
be sold there to whalers there is no 
doubt, and you will find it so if you in- 
vestigate." 

Inquiry into the matter showed that 
tho captain was right. It was learned 
that the steamer Zcalandia, which 
sailed for Honolulu on tho 8th of March 
last, took down fifty barrels of alcohol 
to a Honolulu firm, and the Australia, 
which loft Maroh 28th, had on board 
nine barrels of the liquor. Both of these 
vessels also took down several masters 
of whalers, who went to Honolulu to 
join their vessels. . There is not the 
slightest doubt in the minds of shipping 
and whaling men that the alcohol was 
destined ultimately for Alaska.

vince. 

The Times admits that the prospect 
of both the projected roads is excellent, 
and that they will from the start pay 
interest on the money invested in them. 
If that is the case the province runs no 
risk at all. Then what is all the outer} 
about ? 

To us this guarantee business appears 
exceedingly simple. The gentlemen who 
form the companies, and many others 
besides, believe that the tram- 
ways will be a great improvement to 
the part of the province iu which they 
are laid. They will give increased ac- 
commodation to the people and will 
help to develop the country. It is not 
easy to ruise the money they require in 
this province or elsewhere, for the sim- 
ple reason that the circumstances of the 
couutry are not known to capitalists 
abroad, and 301110 capitalists that are at 
home may not have the faith that the 
Times has in tho feasibility of tho tram- 
way projects. It is of importance to get 
tho money on the easiest possible terms, 
and the projectors will be able to get it 
on those terms if the Legislature gives 
them the benefit of the credit of the pro- 
vince for a limited period. Capitalists at 
a distance may not know much aboul 
British Columbia or the prospects of the 
electric railway, but they do know that 
the Government of the province is good 
for a very great deal more than the in- 
terest on the bonds to be guaranteed. 
By extending the guarantee tho Legis- 
lature can ensuro the roads' being built 
within a reasonable time, and thus give 
u very large proportion of the popula- 
tion of the province advantages which 
they prize very highly, and that, too, at 
no expense to the tuxpayers. 

Railways are in a sense public works, 
even when they are built by private 
corporations. This is recognized by the 
Federal Government, by the Provincial 
Governments and by municipalities in 
all parts of the Dominion. Grants ol 
land and cash bonuses and subsidies art 
given to them, and interest is sometimes 
guaranteed on their bonds. Even the 
Times itself within the last year has 
consented to railway guarantees, and of 
one of them electricity is the motive 
power. It has even done more. It lias 
advocated granting subsidies to a saw 
mill, a flour mill, a paper mill, and a 
sugar refinery. If it, is right for the 
community to help concerns which are 
in a strict sense private by grants of 
public money, it surely . cannot be 
wrong to aid a project like an electric 
railway which is built expressly for the 
accommodation of the public, when that 
aid is not likely to involve the expendi- 
ture of a single dollar of the people's 
money. # 

Our contemporary grants that both 
the tramways will pay, and it uses that 
fact as an argument to withhold from 
them public assistance in the way of a 
guarantee. We cannot see the force of 
this reasoning. Every one knows of 
enterprises that would be sure to 
pay if capital could be pro- 
cured to establish them. Tor want 
of the necessary capital they are not 
commenced, and consequently tho com- 
munity does not receive the advantages 
they aro capable of conferring upon it. 
Tho electric tramways are enterprises of 
this class. It is now believed that they 
will be sure to pay, but it is difficult, 
perhaps impossible, to get the money 
necessary to build and equip them at a 
low rate and on their own merits. If 
the Legislature comes to the aid of the 
companies they will lie built, and tho 
public will receive the benefit. 

It is presumed that the projectors need 
the Government guarantee or they would 
not ask it. They would, we think, if 
the money could be readily raised with- 
out the Government's intervention on 
easy terms, be very foolish to apply for 
the guarantee; for it is not fo be ex- 
pected that they will get the benefit of 
the public credit unconditionally. The 
Government will require security and 
will exact conditions — the bargain 
which it made with the Shuswap and 
Okanagon Railway Company shows that 
it is extremely cautious, and can take 
good care of its own interests. It may 
happen that the companies would find 
the Government's conditions embar- 
rassing, and that they would feel 
easier and freer if the conditions of 
their charters wero the only ones which 
they wero bound to comply with This 
consideration would, we think, prevent 
their applying to tho Legislature for 
guarantees unless they were really re- 
quired to enable them to go on with the 
works. 

On the other hand, wo are not sure 
that it would not be good policy on tho 
part of tho Government to secure a 
share in the management of the roads. 
If the province had an interest (n the 
tramways it could use Us power to pro- 
tect tho public, and we all know thai 
there are times when the Governmental 
hand is needed to restrain corporations 
that have grown saucy. When these 
corporations are, in effect, monopolies, 
they Sro very apt to use their power to 
tho prejudice of the public. It is on 



'account of this tendency to a misuse of 
power that many thoughtful and ex- 
prrienced publicists contend that all 
railways should be under governmental 
control. If the tramways had each a 
representative of tho Government — that 
is, of the publio--on its Hoard of 
Directors the people would stand a 
better chance of getting the accommoda- 
tion they pay for than if the companies 
were in the strictest sense private con- 
cerns. 

Our contemporary, as a matter of 
course, embellishes its article with re- 
flections or. those who are concerned in 
furthering these enterprises. We are 
not sure that it means anything by its 
insinuations and its accusations. It has 
got into the bad habit of speaking of 
those whom it opposes as if they wero 
awful examples of the total depravity of 
t he human race, but something more is 
needed than its bare word to convince 
the public that those whom it denounces 
are in any way different from their 
fellow mortals.

THE WESTMINSTER HEAT. 

Wo see that our contemporaries have 
begun to talk about the vacancy 
which the death of Mr. Chisholm has 
created iu the Dominion House of Com- 
mons. They do well to remind the 
electors of the Westminster District 
that they will soon be called upon to 
perforin an important public duty. The 
selection of a member to represent the 
province in Parliament i3 a matter that 
requires to be carefully considered. 
The province, when its representation 
in the Councils of the Dominion is con- 
sidered, is small ; it is ulso very far from 
the seat of Government. In order that 
this distant province should receive the 
attention at the hands of the Federal 
Government that it* importance de- 
mands it should 1 e represented in the 
Commons by intelligent ami public- 
spirited men- men who will stand up 
lor tho province, no matter what in- 
fluences may be brought to bear 
upon them. Every elector knows that 
in order to obtain what she is justly en- 
titled to. it is necessary that British 
Columbia's claims should be strongly 
and persistently urged. We see that 
British Columbians are under the neces- 
sity of sending delegations to Ottawa to 
enforce their claims, and that even the 
Legislature feels itself obliged to use its 
influence to obtain for bur what ought 
to be accorded to her freely and spon- 
taneously. Vet no one can say that 
with all the influences that are brought 
to bear on the Federal Government this 
province obtuins from the central Gov- 
ernment what its inhabitants have a 
right to expect. 

This difficulty in having its reason- 
able claims recognized is one of the dis- 
advantages of its position. We are very 
far from saying that it would fare better 
at the hands of any other Government 
than the one now in power. The dis- 
tant and the absent must look well after 
their rights and interests or they will be 
sure to be imposed upon and neglected. 
It is peculiarly necessary therefore that 
the province should send good men to 
Ottawa. 

A little reflection willihow that every 
district in the province is deeply inter- 
ested in the man whom the people of 
Westminster elect to fill the seat now 
vacant. We trust that those electors 
will not permit private partialities or 
local prejudices to prevent their choosing 
tho best man in the whole district, if he 
can be prevailed upon to serve them, to 
send to Ottawa. He should be a man 
who possessed a strong seiiuoof duty and 
not a self-seeker. He should be too 
jarge-ininded to believe that loyalty 
to party means a patieut submis- 
sion to the decision? of Belf-SUffi- 
cieut departmental officials who believe 
that they know what the province 
requires better than those who live in it, 
who thoroughly understand its interests 
and who arc well acquainted with its j » 
circumstances and its modes of doing 
business. He should possess ability to 
advocate the rights of the province and 
the courage to stand up for them in all 
places and against all opp incuts. We 
trust that the electors of New West- 
minster will remember that they are re- 
quired to choose a representative, not 
for themselves only, but for the whole 
province. There are, no doubt, many 
who aro ambitious to represent the dis- 
trict in Parliament, but it should lie re- 
membered that the man who is most, 
eager to bo chosen to fill a position of 
trust and responsibility is very seldom 
the man who is best fitted to perform its 
duties.

SHORT WEIGHT SALMON. 

A ease recently reported in the 
English courts cannot foil '.o be of in- 
terest to all salmon packers in this 
country. The pUnn tiffs .sued on a con- 
tract with the defendants to supply 
them with 200,000 eases of suhnon, of 
the quality known as red fish and king 
salmon, each ouse to contain -18 Xo. 1, 
1 pound tins and the contract provided 
that if there was uny dispute as to 
quality or weight it should be referred 
to arbitration. 14.000 arrived in dune 
at Liverpool, and then 50 cises— 25 red 
and '25 king lisli — were opened and 
weighed on behalf of both of the plain- 
tiffs and the defendants, and then it was 
found that 1,000 tins of the! red fish 
were less than proper weight and only 
141 proper weight. Of the king fish, 
1,050 were short weight and only 140 
full weight. The plaintiffs' solicitors 
then wrote to the defendants advising 
them of the short weight, and pointing 
out that under the provisions of the 
Merchandise Marks Act the goods were 
liable to ho forfeited, and any persons 
selling the goods liable to be indicted 
for a criminal offence, the labels on the 
tins giving in untrue description of the 
weight. The learned counsel stated that 
each tin ought to contain 10 ounces of 
fish", 3| ounces being allowed for the 
tare. Each tin should therefore weigh 
19j dunces: The defendants contended 
that the tare should be only .-l-i ounces, 
but some of the tins tested weighed only 
10 ounces, and so would contain, ac- 
cording to the defendants' calculations, 
124 ounces of lish only. The arbitrator, 
to whom the matter was referred, found 
that the salmon was a fair tender under 
the contract, and that there was no suf- 
ficient cause for rejecting the same. He 
found that it was irregular and in some 
ca9es unusually short weight, and he al- 
lowed the plaintiff Is per case by way of 
compensation. After argument by coun- 
sel, and a review of the case by the pre- 
siding judge, he decided that the award 
was bad and the tender was not a fair 

oneaccording to the coutrdot. The arbitra- 
tor, in his opinion, had no power to 
force the plaintiffs to enter into a new 
contract by putting a price for compen- 
sation which was not in accordance with 
the usual allowance. The award was re- 
ferred back to the arbitrator and the 
defendants were taxed with the costs of 
the motion. — Oregonian. 

.1 Smuggler'* Mill. 

The will of Andrew A. Holt, the 
smuggler shot at Salmon Bay, Thursday, ! 
March 12th, by U. S. Inspector of Cus- 
tonis J. H. Coblentz, was died for pro- 
bate at Port Madison, on Tuesday after- 
noon. Holt's property is said to be | 
valued at $10,000. The will gives §20,- 
000 for the widow, $10,000 for the 
daughter and 65,000 apiece for Holt's 
brother and sister. In addition to her 
share the widow will receive S3, 000 life 
insurance. The smuggler took the pre- 
caution years ago to insure his life tor 
that amount. The J-elidV is drawn in 
, favor of his wife, and from receipts 
found in Holt's effects all the payments 
to the date of his death were made.

Capt. Alexander's Brave Act. 

The San Francisco Chronicle relates 
an incident of life saving by Capt, 
Alexander, of tho steamship Mexico, 
which happened lately at Port Ot ford.

BOARD OF TRADE. 

Busiuess Transacted at the Quarterly 
Meeting— Improvement cf Victoria 
Harbor— Tariff Changes, Etc. 

Thn quarterly meet ing of the Board of 
Trade was held at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, Vice-President T. B. Hall in 
the chair. 

Minutes of the previous meeting wero 
read and adopted. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From H. K. A. I'ocock — bringing the 
attention of the board to a contemplated 
work, description of Kootenay anil its 
resources, ami asking that the board 
petition the government in its favor. 

On motion of Mr. Fell the suggestion 
that the government aid the publication 
of a work of tho kind stated was en- 
dorsed by tho board. 

From tho Brisbane, Queensland, 
chamber of commerce — acknowledging 
the receipt of the Board's letter prom- 
ising aid in tho matter of Pasifio mails; 
also the receipt of a copy of tho board's 
annual report. Received ami Bled, 

From the secretary ot the chamber ol 
commerce of St. John, N. li. — with re- 
ference to an exhibition to bo held 
there, which was open to tho world. 

From the department of inland 
revenue — enclosing an ortler-in-coiincil 
passed regulating tho inspection of 

grain. Received and filed. 

From II. C. liecton, agent-general of 
the province in London, Eng. — asking 
for half-a-dozen of the board of trade's 
annual report. 

The secretary stated that ho had .for- 
warder the copies. 

Tho secretary stated that ho was in 
receipt ot u picture of tho imperial 
institute, London. Ordered to be ac- 
knowledged. 

From the secretary of tho board of 
trade of Port Arthur— enclosing a peti- 
tion In regard to the enlargement of the 
St. Lawrence canals and asking the co- 
operation of the Hoard. 

The chairman said that the premier 
bad already said that the enlargement 
would be made. 

The communication was ordered to be 

acknowledged. 

Telegrams from the B. C. members 
relative to the Spokane Northern were 

read and received. 

Three resignations and three applica- 
tions for membership were dealt wilh. 

Mr. Hall gave notice that at the next 
meeting he would move an amendment 
to the by-law providing for an increase 
in the number of members of the coun- 
cil. The mover explained that owing to 
absence and illness it was often impos- 
sible to secure a quorum. By increas- 
ing tho number to 1'2, the quorum re- 
maining at 5, tho difficulty would be 
overcome. 

Ou motion, the auditors for ISS'J were 
reappointed. 

Mr. Croasdaile, seconded by Mr. Fin- 
layson, moved that tho board of trade 
rooms bo rented for meeting of 
trade, commerce, or other busi- 
ness purposes at a charge of 
S'-'.SO per meeting, th« president, 
vice-president or secretary, where such 
application is made, to have the power 
to grant tho use of the room. Carried. 
rjAEBOR IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. Finlayson referred to the great 
amount ot red tape necessary before the 
dredger could be removed from 
place to place iu the harbor. 
Some better regulation should be 
made. The question of a grant 
for improving tho harbor had been 
agitatetl for the past four years, but so 
far with little result. It was almost 
impossible to bring ships of largo 
draught into the harbor to discharge 
with safety. It was necessary to have 
a number of rocks removed, and some 

sufficient grant should be made. 

Mr. W. Wilson suggested that $100,- 
000 be asked for. The sum annually 
granted was so small that it was virtual- 
ly wasted iu the slight attempt to dredge 
the harbor. 

Mr. T. B. Hall said that thero was 
no use of beating around the bush. The 
Victoria harbor was a pocket harbor— 
all the revenues derived from the 
wharves went into the pockets of pri- 
vate owners. The government naturally 
objected to improving a private 
harbor. If the wharfage could be 
bought and placed under the charge of 
a harbor commission, as In other cities, 
and the revenues derived used for its 
improvement, it would be possible to 
secure government aid. 

Mr. Finlayson said that had this pro- 
vince not entered confederation the har- 
bor would have been cleared of rocks 
years ago. Citizens of this province 
were the heaviest taxetl people in tin 
Dominion ami derived the least benefit 
It was nothing but fair that Victorii 
harbor should lie improved by the 
Dominion government, considering the 
revenue received from it. 

After some discussion the following 
resolution was moved and adopted : 

Moved by Mr. Finlayson, seconded by 

requires dredging along the wharves on 
the city front, tho Dominion 
government be respectfully requested 
to cause the dredger to be 
employed there to deepen the channel; 
and as the resilient engineer appears to 
have no authority to order tho neces- 
sary dredging to be done without re- 
ferring to Ottawa at all times for in- 
struct ions, which causes much delay, 
that descretionary powers may be given 
hill), on the spot, to have all necessary 
improvements effected there, to enable 
vessels to discharge their cargoes with- 
out touching bottom. That the Board 
also respectfully request that mi appro- 
priation f $100,000 be allowed greater 
than appears in the estimates for last 
year, w hich would be sufficient to have 
the main channel '■ffbetually deepened, 

ami the several rocks in it now obstruc- 
ting navigation removed; and that the 
members frot i the city, now in session 
at Ottawa, bo requested to have this 
important matter pressed upon the at- 
tention of the government. 

After some desultory conversation on 
tariff changes, the opinion being general 
among these present that the increases 
were highly objectionable, the Board 
adjourned.
